.over here," a Tambov official, Vladimir 
Pcnkov, told the agency. “Specialists will still 
have to find out how many of them arc lying 
(buried) on Tambov soil." 

Russian President Boris N. Yeltsin, who 
said in Washington last week that some U.S. 
Soldiers captured during the Korean and 
Vietnam wars had been transferred to the 
Soviet Union and that a few might even still 
be alive, reaffirmed his commitment Sunday 
to report on all those Americans who could be 

traced. . j_ 

~“Morc toan 23,000 prisoncre of war were 
brought to the Soviet Union after World War 
II, Yeltsin said, and Russia was honor-bound 
to report their fate to their families. 

Russian officials said earlier that thousands 
of U.S. servicemen with Russian, Ukrainian, 
German or Jewish names were interned here 
on suspicion of being “anti-Soviet" after their 
release from German POW camps; 

“Now comes the matter of their destiny,” 
Yeltsin said on his return to Moscow. "How 
many were freed, how many died, how many 
were shot, and where were they buried? 

“We still do not know the fate of several 
prisoners. Maybe they arq still alive here 
somewhere, maybe in mental hospitals. We 
must find the tnrth and the destiny of every . 
single person.”

Today, Taylor says that fall - and 
the trauma of suffering from a 
seemingly mysterious disability that' 
eluded diagnosis for years - helped 
her realize life is precious and not to 
be wasted. But it was only after 
years of pain, she says, that she 
turned that tumble into a blessing. ; 

For years, Taylor’s physical 
probl e ms baffled doctors. 

At first, they thought she had 
broken her back and put her on 
medication and therapy — : to no 

- ayaij. - ■; 

Besides the pain, she suffered 
numbness in her face, hearing loss 
and falling spells. Eventually, she 
ended up in a wheelchair. 

Doctors finally settled on a 
diagnosis: multiple sclerosis. 

• MS, one of the great cripplers of 
young and middle-aged adults in this 
country, is d disease in which the 
tissue in the brain or spinal cord 
'hardens and leads to partial or - 
complete paralysis. 

Its progress is slow and agonizing, 
for its victims tend to lose control of 
their muscle and motor skills a 'day - 
at a time. -

, "She said I always told her there is 
no such thing [as can’t," Taylor said. 

Riding that more for the first time, 
Taylor said, was a real struggle. She 
could only stay in the saddle for five 
minutes. But for the next two weeks, 
she continued; saddling up every 
day, while her daughter boosted her 
onto the horse. 

•Taylor asked her husband, Clifton, 
for a horse of her own, but he told 
her riding was too dangerous for 
someone suffering from paralysis. 
He finally gave in and bought his 
wife a tiny, palomino named 
Cupcake. 

After Cupcake, Taylor’s life was 
never the same again. 

The riding increased the strength 
in her legs. 

“I gradually noticed the pain 
diminishing,” she said. “The pain 
level stayed down longer. I noticed I 
didn’t get as tired.” 

. After two years .’of riding, Taylor 
was finally able, tentatively, to walk 
again. 

“I think the horseback riding 
.occupies your mind," she said, 
-“With. me. personally, it keeps my - 
depression at bay. It keeps my 
muscles in tone, keeps them from ' 
jJetertorating.” 

While Taylor says sKe'HaVher 
.good days and bad days, sometimes 
still having to use her wheelchair. 
She still wished to do more. 

So two years ago, she came up 
-withtheideafor-Access-i90’-s-Trails^- 
The program allows others in 
wheelchairs to enjoys camping andT 
trail riding. ' • • 

Taylor first went to the Forest 
Servifce and asked that special ramps 


and positioning bars be installed that 
would allow the disabled to get onto 
the back of a horse. 

Todayrnunps have been installed 
at Independence Lake, south of 
Albion; at Mill Flat Trail Head in 
Sublette; at Big Smokey in Fairfield, 
and at Cove Creek in the Ketchum 
Ranger District. 

So far, hundreds have taken part 
in the three-dny Acdess '9Q’s Trails 
.camping and trail-riding 
expeditions. 

The program, Taylor says, gives ii . 
boost ta the self-esteem of disabled 
people. 

"It is important for them not to be 
isolated and alienated," Taylor said. ' 

Today, Taylor is studying a 
vocational rehabilitation course to 
become certified to teach riding to 
people with spinal cord injuries or 
thoseconfied to wheelchairs. - ' 

She says although she will never 
accept her disability, she has come 
to terms with it. 1 

.“I hate my disease. I never know 
if I’ll. be able to walk tomorrow,” 
Taylor 'said. "It. affects so much. Pm 
Vulnerable, but! khosythat'all things"’ 
.are possible and- want to tell others, — 
'Don't give up your dreams.' " 

— But-especially— Taylor-says her 
owri crisis has been a type of 
blessing in disguise, allowing her to 
help others. 

"You can’t stop living just - 
.because, thin gsJiave- changed, !Lshe^_ 
said. "Life goes on. Sometimes we 
feel it's unfair,- but there*s‘a'purposc7~~

Hamrlik 'is the first 
Czechoslovakian and only the second 
European picked No. I. Swedish 
forward Mats Sundiri was the No. I 
pick by Quebec in the 1989 draft. "It’s 


a bad year for North Americans." said 
Winnipeg general manager Mike 
Smith. "Next year is going to be a 
good one, but there just isn’t a lot of 
talent out there right now." 

At the same lime, NHL teams were 
looking to Europe in hopcs of finding 
another Jaromir Jagr. Sergei Fedorov 
or Pavel Bure. 

Valeri Bure. Pavel’s, younger 
brother, was among 23 European 
players -selected in the first two 
rounds. The younger Bure, a native of 
Moscow, played for Spokane of the 
Western Hockey League this past 
season. Pavel, of course, was the 
NHL’s rookie of. the year with the 
Vancouver Canucks. 

Overall, a record 88 players from 
Europe were among the 264 scooped' 
up by the 24 NHL teams', Until this 
year, the record for international 
players taken in the NHL draft was 55 
last year at Buffalo. 

For the first time in history. 
Russians outnumbered Americans in 
the draft — 46 to 38. 

"For years, people have looked

For closeness and intimacy to 
flourish in any relationship, 
Intimates must be "counted in" in 
the sense that their needs are 
considered when decisions affecting 
each are made. 

Any time Intimates share close 
space, they face the task of making 
frequent decisions that may or may 
not take into account the needs of 
each person. Over time, 
constructive or destructive decision- 
making patterns tend to take over 
.ihe way Intimates habitually relate 
to each other. 

When patterns are destructive. 
Intimates. often develop ongoing - 
tug-of-war rituals as both 
unknowingly vie for' the "I count, 
you don’t" position. Or one person 
may dominate the decision-making 
processes ("I count, you ilon’t”), 
with the other person passively 
going. along with the dominant 
person's wishes ("You count. I 
don’t"). In either case, both lose. 

In the first instance, interactions 
between Intimutes often explode 
into destructive arguments that go 
nowhere, leaving both parties 


bitterness and anger that sometimes 
result in that person periodically 


exploding, seemingly without 
-apparent-causer In extreme cases, 
the passive person may accumulate 
resentments to the point he or she 
majr suddenly leave the relations 
hip. much to the surprise of the 
dominant person. 

Intimaftcs enn begin to change 
destructive decision-making 
patterns that interfere with the 
growth of each person by agreeing 
to adopt the philosophical stance 
"we both count." Essentially, this 
means that each person commits to 
holding out in all cases for "win- 
win" decisions that meet the needs 
of both parties. 

The basic operating position is 
this: "Your needs arc as important 
-us-minci-l-will-represent-my own - 
needs (so I won’t be resentful 
toward you), but I will work as 
actively to meet your needs as I do 
my own. ! commit myself to 
making sure that both our needs are 
always met in any decision in 
which you want to be included."

Edinburgh and Birmingham ex- 
amined the cytochrome P450 gene 
in 229 Parkinson’s disease , pa- 
tients and 720 healthy people. 

Leigh said 11.8 percent of 
Parkinson’s disease patients had 
-genetic- defects -damaging-- their-- 
, ability to eliminate toxins, com- . 
pared with 5 percent of healthy, 
people. — 1 - 

"This study established beyond 
a doubt there is a genetic predis- 
position, at least in some people, 
afflicted with the disease," Leigh 
said.
